TIME  OF  SHIPMENT.  Our  budded  roses  are  all  grown  in  Ndrthem  California.  Growth 

is  completed  by  June.  They  are  ripened  slowly  during  summer  and  can  be  dug  and  shipped 
beginning  about  November  1st. 

QUANTITIES.  All  prices  are  “flat”  regardless  of  quantity.  Novelties  listed  at  $1.00  or 
higher  may  be  ordered  singly  if  desired.  Varieties  at  75c  or  less,  not  less  than  10  of  a kind. 

PACKING.  Charged  for  at  cost  of  material. 

TERMS.  To  buyers  of  known  or  established  crdeit,  60  days  net  from  date  of  shipment. 
Otherwise  cash  with  order  or  25%  with  order,  balance  C.  O.  D. 

SHIPMENT.  State  explicitly  whether  you  wish  freight  or  express.  In  either  case  all 
shipments  are  carried  at  buyers  risk.  Delay  or  damage  in  transit  is  up  to  transportation 
companies.  Express  is  recommended  for  all  Eastern  shipments. 

WHOLESALE  ONLY.  This  list  is  for  those  who  are  legitimately  in  the  trade  and  for 
no  one  else.  Orders  from  anyone  not  in  the  trade  will  positively  not  be  accepted. 

GRADES.  Prices  specified  are  for  No.  1 grade,  two  years  old,  field  grown  budded  plants. 
Second  grade  is  not  usually  sold  in  advance  but  can  be  booked  if  desired  at  about  one-third 
less  on  varieties  listed  at  75c  or  lower.
